MISSIONARY  MATTERS. 

THE  SITUATION. 

There  is  no  doubt  about  it,  we  have  here  in  the  Chicago  Association  a 
tremendous  back-ground  for  Christian  work.  So  dense  are  the  shadows  that 
the  faintest  light  will  show ;  so  darkly  besmirched  the  surface  that  whatever 
things  are  pure  shine  out  with  dazzling  whiteness.  There  is  a  little  quarry 
town  up  in  Vermont  whose  sidewalks  are  paved  with  glistening  marble  from 
the  rich  deposits  near  by.  When  ice  covers  the  walks  the  wariest  pedestrian 
is  apt  to  have  a  fall;  he  can  not  see  the  clear  outer-coating  for  the  almost 
equally  clear  under  surface.  There  is  no  such  danger  on  Chicago  sidewalks. 
There  is  no  similar  difficulty  as  relates  to  the  moral  ways  and  walks  of  the 
great  city.  Hence  our  grave  responsibility.  Here  we  are,  perhaps  700,000 
people,  residing  within  the  boundary  lines  of  this  Association.  And  what 
are  we  Baptists  among  so  many?  We  number  forty-seven  churches;  call 
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the  number  fifty;  that  is  one  Baptist  church  in  about  14,000  of  population. 
This  year  it  is  nearer  forty ;  that  is  one  in  1,750.  In  Chicago  alone,  irre¬ 
spective  of  its  suburbs,  there  are  at  least  500,000  people.  We  had  registered 
last  year  fifteen  churches.  That  is  at  the  rate  of  one  regular  place  of  Baptist 
worship  to  every  30,000  in  round  numbers.  Twelve  churches  are  reported 
this  year— one  in  40,000.  There  were  by  last  year’s  statistics,  4,614  accredited 
members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Chicago;  that  gives  us  one  brother  of  our 
name  and  order  in  109.  The  Baptist  principle  at  such  a  time  and  in  such  a 
place  as  this  deserves  and  must  have  larger  and  better  espousal. 

CITY  NEEDS. 

And  besides,  the  needs  of  a  large  center  of  population  are  peculiar.  We 
have  not  simply  more  souls  to  care  for;  we  have  more  abandoned  souls.  There 
are  more  hostile  and  vicious  tendencies  to  combat,  greater  interests  at  stake, 
more  serious  difficulties  to  meet.  Here  is  the  gathering  place  of  all  that  is 
iniquitous  and  develish.  We  give  lodgement  here  to  all  the  evil  birds  of  our 
own  atmosphere,  and  convenient  harborage  to  every  piratical  craft  that 
sails  the  high  seas  or  flees  from  the  penalties  of  criminality  abroad.  Here 
sin  abounds  and  vice  breeds  vice.  Our  only  safety  is  in  a  larger  religious 
devotion  and  energy  to  meet  the  irreligious  violence  of  the  time  and  place. 
God  lielp  us  !  tor  our  burden  and  our  peril  are  even  greater  than  we  in  our 
most  serious  moments  apprehend. 

THE  C03IMITTEE’S  DUTIES. 

One  year  ago,  at  Dundee,  the  Missionary  Committee  of  the  Chicago  As¬ 
sociation,  following  upon  a  most  worthy  leadership  given  by  last  year’s  joint 
commiteeotthetwo  associations  (Lakeside  and  Chicago),  sometime  separate, 
was  duly  reorganized.  The  following  were  the  appointees,  the  same  to  con¬ 
fer  and  co-operate  with  the  Board  of  the  Baptist  General  Association  of 
Illinois :  F.  S.  Belden,  F.  O.  Marsh,  J.  A.  Phillips,  W.  W.  Wait,  S.  S.  Scrib¬ 
ner,  H.  R.  Clissold,  J.  W.  Weddell,  Rev.  P.  S.  Henson,  D.  D.,  Rev.  L.  T. 
Bush,  Rev.  C.  A.  Hobbs,  Rev.  A.  W.  Clark,  Rev.  E.  O.  Taylor,  Rev.  G.  B. 
Vosburgh,  Rev.  C.  Perren,  State  Superintendent  of  Missions;  Rev.  E.  S. 
Graham. 

This  has  been  popularly  knowui  as  The  Committee  of  Fifteen.”  Cer¬ 
tain  of  the  appointees  declining  to  serve,  or  feeling  compelled  to  resign,  the 
following  names  were,  by  right  conferred  upon  the  committee,  substituted  : 
Rev.  W.  M.  Lawrence,  D.  D..  Rev.  G.  C.  Lorimer,  D.  D..  J.  A.  Riechelt,  Esq. 

The  committee  organized  by  appointing  F.  S.  Belden  to  the  chairman¬ 
ship,  with  .1.  W.  AVeddell  as  secretary.  The  committee  is  appointed  to  work 
in  connection  with  the  State  Board.  It  is  the  committee’s  duty,  as  indicated 
in  the  Constitution  of  our  Association — 

1 .  To  aid  weak  and  destitute  churches  in  securing  preaching. 

2.  To  form  plans  for  the  occupation  of  destitute  fields. 

3.  ■  To  recommend  the  appointment  of  missionaries  by  the  Board  of  the 
Baptist  General  Association  of  Illinois,  to  labor  within  the  boundaries  of 
this  Association. 

4.  To  superintend  their  work  and  to  assist  in  securing  collections  from 
each  of  our  churches  for  their  support. 

(From  IX  Article  of  organization.) 

The  committee  has  also  considered  it  a  part  of  its  duty  to  save  to  the 
denomination,  so  far  as  possible,  whatever  Baptist  properties  within  the 
bounds  of  the  Association  were  in  jeopardy. 

THE  WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

The  committee  has  met  regularly  each  month  except  the  last,  and  also  at 
the  special  call  of  the  chairman,  when  so  deemed  necessary.  The  general 
interests  of  tlie  field  have  been  discussed  and  measures  taken  to  strengthen 
the  Baptist  stakes  throughout  the  Association.  By  correspondence  and  vis¬ 
itation,  communication  has  been  kept  up  with  a  number  of  weak  x)oints.  The 
following  special  interests  have  been  laid  by  Providence  upon  the  hands  and 
hearts  of  the  committee  : 
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BRIGHTON  PARK. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Fifteen,  a  sub-committee  con¬ 
sisting  of  Brethren  Weddell,  Phillips  and  Belden,  was  appointed  to  look  after 
this  field.  These  found  a  weak  and  discouraged  church,  ready  to  disband. 
They  recommended,  (1)  That  the  property  of  the  church  be  placed  in  the 
hands  of  the  General  Association  of  Illinois,  to  be  held  in  trust;  (2)  that 
$100  a  year  be  requested  of  the  State  Board  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work 
in  the  field.  The  first  proposition  was  carried  into  effect,  the  papers  being 
duly  made  out.  The  second  recommendation,  after  some  weeks  of  provi¬ 
sional  supply,  failed  of  execution  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  Brighton  Park 
people  withdrew  their  petition,  and  called  a  pastor  on  their  own  responsibility. 
They  are  now  again  without  pastoral  care. 

HUMBOLT  PARK. 

This  also  was  looked  after  at  the  initial  meeting.  Brethren  Scribner, 
Taylor  and  Bush  were  appointed  a  committee  of  supervision.  These  subse¬ 
quently,  having  surveyed  the  ground  and  found  all  things  favorable,  arranged 
the  securement  of  a  hall,  and  the  maintenance  of  Sabbath  services  under  the 
special  direction  of  Rev.  Duncan  MacGregor,  the  nearest  resident  Baptist 
pastor.  Later  $100  a  year  was  secured  from  the  State  Board  for  the  work, 
and  regular  services  organized.  There  is  at  present  a  large  Sabbath  school, 
averaging  165  in  attendance,  Mr.  J.  H.  Cliapman,  for  some  time,  superin¬ 
tendent.  Preaching  service  in  the  hall,  56  California  avenue,  in  the  afternoon; 
a  eight  service  being  lield  for  some  time  in  connection,  on  Milwaukee  avenue. 
Toung  people’s  industrial,  Saturday  p.  m.,  and  teachers’  meeting  Saturday 
evening.  Cottage  prayer  meetings  are  about  to  be  opened.  Rev.  M.  C. 
Bryant,  of  the  Seminary,  is  in  charge,  the  Xortli  Ashland  avenue  church 
rendering  valuable  aid.  The  interest  must  have  a  place  of  worship  at  once, 
and  steps  are  being  taken  toward  that  hoped-for  result. 

PULLMAN. 

The  first  work  of  the  committee  relative  to  this  field  was  the  securement 
of  a  pastor  for  it,  the  church  being  recognized  July  13,  1882.  In  conference 
with  the  committee  the  church  called  Rev.  O.  P.  Bestor,  of  Dixon,  III.,  who 
accepted  and  began  work  at  once.  Under  the  new  pastor  the  work  has  gone 
forward  successfully.  Preaching  has  been  maintained  both  at  Pullman  and 
Kensington,  adjoining.  The  church  now  numbers  some  forty-three  souls. 
There  is  great  need  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship. 

SOUTH  CHICAGO. 

Under  Rev.  T.  G.  Brownson  the  enterprise  at  South  Chicago  has  thriven. 
Difficulties  for  awhile  in  the  way  have  subsided,  and  the  prospect  for  the 
future  is  good.  The  church  numbers  twenty-eight.  It  has  purchased  lots 
and  contemplates  building  at  an  early  date. 

STOCK  YARDS,  EVANGEL  AND  THIRTY-SIXTH  STREET  CHURCHES. 

The  committee  thoroughly  canvassed  the  long-mooted  question  of  the 
consolidation  of  these  South  Side  interests.  At  the  September  meeting  Dr. 
P.  S.  Henson  reported  for  the  committee,  giving  in  full  the  reasons  for  the 
judgment,  that  the  plan  of  consolidation,  however  desirable,  is  at  present 
entirely  impracticable.  Since  then  separate  services  have  been  arranged,  so 
far  as  possible,  for  each  place.  Special  preaching  services  were  held  with  the 
Stock  Yards  people,  and  at  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  they  dis¬ 
banded  as  a  church  and  intrusted  their  property  to  the  General  Association. 
This  also  the  Evangel  people  did,  disbanding  in  the  interests  of  harmony  and 
in  the  hope  of  a  brighter  day.  It  was  at  first  hoped  that  the  Memorial 
church  would  take  charge.  Rev.  Dr.  Burroughs  has  in  the  meantime  been 
asked  to  assume  the  pastoral  care  of  both  the  above  mentioned  fields.  The 
Thirty-Sixth  street  church  has  likewise  disbanded,  being  very  weak  finan¬ 
cially,  and  gone  into  the  First  church,  which  strong  body  is  now  maintain- 
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ing  mission  services  on  the  field,  the  same  being  in  charge  of  the  young 
people  of  the  church.  Regular  meetings,  viz. :  afternoon  Sabbath  School 
and  evening  preaching  service,  are  kept  up  with  large  attendance.  There  is 
also  a  week  night  prayer  meeting  and  sociable  every  tw^o  weeks.  J.  W. 
Weddell  preaches,  D.  R.  Leland  conducts  the  singing  and  superintends  the 
Sunday  School.  That  the  Dearborn  street  chapel,  as  it  is  now  known,  will 
eventually  become  a  large  and  self-sustaining  organization,  there  is  good 
reason  to  hope. 


BENTON  AND  NEW  PORT. 

Rev.  L.  T.  Bush,  neighboring  pastor,  has  communicated  for  the  com¬ 
mittee  with  these  churches.  The  effort  has  been  made  to  induce  the  Benton 
church  to  move  their  church  building  to  the  newer  and  more  growing  town 
of  Wadsworth. 

RICHMOND,  WOODSTOCK,  AND  OTHER  FIELDS. 

Rev.  H.  A.  Palmer  has  labored  faithfully  at  the  former  place,  and  is 
still  in  charge.  The  church,  however,  is  very  w^eak.  Efforts  have  been 
made  under  the  direction  of  Rev.  A.  W.  Clark  to  secure  the  rallying  of  the 
Baptist  force  at  Woodstock,  but  as  yet  without  success.  Arrangements  are 
under  way  to  provide  Malta  with  Baptist  preaching,  a  suitable  house  of 
w^orship  being  at  the  disposal  of  the  Malta  brethren.  Communication  has 
been  had  also  with  the  feeble  churches  at  Antioch  and  Warrensville,  but 
without  definite  result.  Hyde  Park  has  also  been  aided  financially. 

RECOM3IENDATIONS. 

We  respectfully  recommend : 

1.  In  view  of  the  magnitude  of  the  work  and  the  little  that  we  seem 
able  as  yet  to  do  to  meet  its  pressing  demands,  that  this  Association  give 
itself  to  special  prayer  and  supplication  that  God  may  quicken  our  zeal  and 
enlarge  our  resources,  and  that  the  same  petitioning  spirit  be  carried  home 
to  the  churches. 

2.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  $1,151.50,  of  State  funds,  has  been  asked  for 
distribution  upon  the  field  of  the  Chicago  Association  and  the  appropriation 
of  the  same  can  be  made  by  stipulation,  only  on  condition  a  like  amount 
be  contributed  by  the  churches  of  the  Chicago  Association,  that  for  our 
honors  sake,  as  well  as  for  other  weightier  reasons,  w^e  attempt,  as  soon  as 
practicable,  through  life  membership  pledges  and  otherwise  to  make  good 
whatever  deficiency  there  is. 

8.  In  consideration  of  wdiat  other  denominations  are  doing  and  plan¬ 
ning  with  reference  to  city  mission  work,  and  beholding  the  open  doors  and 
the  crying  need  all  about  us,  we  recommend  that  early  steps  be  taken  toward 
the  appointment  of  a  city  and  associational  missionary,  a  strong  and  capa¬ 
ble  man,  who  can  give  his  undivided  time  and  energy  to  the  enlarged  pros¬ 
ecution  of  the  denominational  mission  work. 

In  retiring  from  the  committee  duties  with  which  by  your  suffrage  w^e 
have  been  intrusted  during  the  year,  we  desire  to  render  thanks  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  spiritual  increase  granted  to  the  churches  since  the  report  of  last 
June,  and  the  large  opportunities  given  for  denominational  enlargement  on 
every  side.  The  Lord  has  helped  us,  as  we  trust,  in  our  deliberations,  and 
we  come  up  from  these  monthly  meetings  with  an  intenser  and  more  intelli¬ 
gent  zeal  in  the  work.  May  God  richly  bless  the  labors  of  future  committees, 
as  we  humbly  pray  that  he  may  in  some  measure  grant  furtherance  to  our 
own  uii'W'orthy  efforts  in  the  past.  J.  W.  Weddell,

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obtained.)  And  the  motion  to  adopt  the  report  was  called  for  and  carried. 

4:30  p.  M.  The  business  of  the  Association  was  suspended  to  give  place 
for  a  Woman’s  Missionary  Meeting— Home  and  Foreign— at  the  close  of 
which  the  Association  adjourned  until  7.45  p.  m.

On  motion,  voted  that  the  names  of  churches  who  liave  not  reported 
themselves  to  the  Association  for  two  years  be  referred  to  tlie  Missionary 
Committee,^the  committee  to  report  at  the  next  session. 

On  motion,  the  rule  requiring  the  reading  of  the  names  of  delegates  was 
suspended. 

On  motion.  Rev.  T.  W.  Goodspeed,  D.  D.,  and  Rev,  II.  C.  Lealand  were 
appointed  a  Committee  of  Enrollment  of  Delegates  for  the  present  year. 

The  Committee  on  the  Reception  of  Churches  to  the  Association  reported 
as  follows: 

The  Committee  on  Reception  of  Churches  report  that:  We  have  received 
application  from  the  Baptist  church  of  Pullman,  and  the  First  German  Bap¬ 
tist  church  of  Chicago;  have  carefully  considered  the  applications,  and  recom¬ 
mend  that  these  churches  be  received  to  membership  in  this  body.

The  letters  to  the  Association  from  the  Baptist  Church  of  Pullman  and 
the  First  German  Baptist  Church  of  Chicago  were  read. 

The  hand  of  fellowship  was  extended  by  the  Moderator  to  Rev.  O.  P. 
Bestor,  pastor  of  the  Baptist  church  at  Pullman,  and  to  Rev.  Jacob  Meier, 
pastor  of  the  First  German  Baptist  church  of  Chicago,  welcoming  said 
churches  to  membership  in  this  body. 

The  Moderator  called  to  the  chair  the  Rev.  T.  W.  Goodspeed. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Population  of  the  Cliicagd 
Baptist  Association  was  called  for  and  presented  as  follows  : 

FOREIGN  POPULATION. 

The  work  placed  before  your  committee  is  of  surpassing  importance. 
Emigration  has  become  exodus— an  exodus  requiring  wise  leaders.  Last 
year  250,000  Germans  entered  the  United  States  to  make  it  their  home.  The 
same  number  at  least  will  come  this  year.  After  the  State  of  New  York  it 
is  probable  that  Illinois  will  receive  the  largest  proportion  of  these  immi¬ 
grants.  In  Chicago  every  third  man  is  a  foreigner.  It  is  now  estimated 
that  of  the  total  population  of  the  United  States,  not  lr«ss  than  15,000,000  are 
Germans  or  of  German  descent.  Chicago,  two  years  ago,  had  250,000  persons 
of  foreign  birth.  Ere  long  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  populous  German  cities 
in  the  world.  Thus,  far  aud  near,  we  are  called  on  to  meet  this  most  compli¬ 
cated  spiritual  problem.  How  have  we,  as  American  Baptists,  met  it  in 
Chicago?  Till  of  late  we  did  almost  nothing.  Various  causes  account  for 
this ;  the  sudden  growth  of  the  city,  the  struggle  for  temporal  aud  spiritual 
existence  among  our  members,  the  fire,  and  perhaps  the  fact  that  the  claim  of 
the  foreign  population  have  not  been  prominently  brought  before  our 
churches.  We  do  not  seek  to  bury  the  past,  we  rather  prefer  to  keep  it  alive 
as  one  of  our  best  teachers. 

The  foreigners  have  come,  will  remain  and  fuse  among  us  ;  it  is  for  us  to 
say  what  shall  be  the  nature  of  the  fusion.  Elements  of  danger  are  here, 
but  also  of  life  and  promise.  Politically,  most  of  the  foreign  speaking  peo¬ 
ple  have  come  from  under  despotism,  and  need  the  utmost  watch-care  lest 
they  become  the  tools  of  demagogues.  Their  national  religion  was  often  a 
dead  formality.  They  imperil  our  public  schools  and  our  Sabbath.  Having 
lost  faith  in  creeds,  which  were  allied  with  hypocrisy  and  tyranny,  they  are 
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in  that  dangerous  transitions  state  when  a  new  and  purer  faith  lias  not  laid 
hold  on  them  and  they  sink  into  absolute  spiritual  indifference.  Yet,  if  we 
arouse  ourselves  to  tlie  work  and  lay  hold  on  them  for  Jesus  how  enormous 
will  be  their  power  for  good  ! 

Since  we  could  not  carry  the  gospel  to  them,  they  have  been  brought  to 
us.  They  are  nearly  all  of  the  same  race  as  we  are,  their  mother  longue 
cognates  with  ours.  They  are  largely  a  hard  working,  honesty  and  fairly 
temperate  people.  From  them  have  sprung  many  of  Europe’s  greatest  and 
best  men.  In  Germany,  under  the  venerable  Oncken  there  is  a  widespread 
movement  of  Apostolic  Christianity.  In  their  own  land  only  a  small  fraction 
of  foreign  speaking  people  attended  places  of  worship,  and  coming  here  even 
that  small  fraction  gets  less.  They  will  not  come  to  us— our  churches;  if 
not,  then  let  us  go  to  them. 

Questions  of  whether  it  is  advisable  to  encourage  foreign  speaking 
churches  in  our  midst  owing  to  its  preventing  rapid  fusion,  may  safely  be 
left  to  one  side.  The  English  language,  and  with  it  the  English  type  of  civ¬ 
ilization,  will  remain  supreme.  The  real  peril  lies  in  the  spiritual  condition 
of  the  foreigners.  If  they  do  not  fear  God  they  will  not  regard  man.  IsTow, 
Baptists  have  long  been  noted  as  believers  in  the  unchanging,  undecaying 
power  of  the  gospel  and  in  the  duty  of  carrying  forward  foreign  missions. 
Shall  we  be  enthusiastic  for  heatheiis  afar  and  leave  the  heathen  near  us  to 
perish  ?  Ask  ourselves  how  it  strikes  the  stranger  escaped  from  Romanism 
or  Ritualism  allied  with  despotism  and  finding  Protestantism  apparently 
allied  with  indifferentism  and  ruffianism.  Erom  English  speaking  ministers 
and  churches  he  feels  almost  no  influence.  Ministers  or  Missionaries  of  his 
own  language  hardly  ever  cross  his  door,  thus  he  and  his  children  continue 
and  grow  up  in  semi-heathenism.  On  the  other  hand  your  Committee  are 
gratified  by  the  excellent  spirit  of  the  pastors  and  churches  with  whom  they 
have  come  into  contact.  Their  Christian  practice,  their  testimony,  their  lib¬ 
erality  are  of  the  best  kind.  Most  of  them  look  on  church  debts  as  personal 
matters.  Again  and  again  they  have  mortgaged  their  own  homes  to  save 
the  church.  The  first  and  only  German  Baptist  church  in  Chicago,  after 
hard  struggling,  secured  a  house  of  worship,  on  which,  four  years  ago,  there 
was  a  debt  of  eight  hundred  dollars.  That  has  been  canceled  and  repairs  to 
the  extent  of  eight  hundred  dollars  have  been  made.  A  parsonage  costing 
nineteen  hundred  dollars  has  been  erected  and  paid  for  ;  a  mission  to  South 
Chicago  sent  out  with  forty-seven  members  —  the  mother  church  largely 
subscribing  for  the  new  place  of  worship.  A  Mission  has  been  started  on  the 
North  side,  lots  secured  and  a  house  projected.  A  mission  has  been  com¬ 
menced  in  the  Soutwestof  the  city.  All  this  was  done  while  keeping  their  own 
agencies  efficient  besides  caring  for  the  multitudes  of  new  comers  who  in 
many  cases  are  utterly  destitute.  Within  the  area  of  our  Association  six 
brethren,  (four  Scandinavians  and  two  Germans),  have  held  the  commission 
of  the  Home  Mission  Society. 

Brother  O.  C.  Je  isen,  in  the  First  Norwegian  church  for  three  months, 
was  succeeded  by  Bro.  M .  Hammer,  the  present  pastor ;  Bro.  G.  Lundquest, 
labors  in  the  Swede  church  of  South  Chicago  and  Pullman ;  Bro.  C.  A. 
Sundvale  is  in  the  .Second  Swede  church,  near  Thirty-first  street  and  But¬ 
terfield  ;  Bro.  F.  Frederich  is  in  North  Chicago  and  Bro.  S.  Mengel  in  South 
Chicago.  The  society’s  outlay  on  these  missions  tor  the  year  is  fifteen  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty-five  dollars,  besides  four  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  on  two 
Scandinavian  general  Missionaries  whose  headquarters  are  in  Chicago.  The 
work  among  them  is  prosperous,  especially  so  among  the  Germans. 

The  house  of  worship  which  was  reported  last  year  as  begun  in  South 
Chicago,  has  been  completed  at  a  cost  of  over  twenty  three  hundred  dollars, 
towards  which,  on  the  recommendation  of  your  committee,  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  society  gave  two  hundred  dollars. 

The  First  Norwegian  church  has  succeeded  in  paying  three  hundred  dol¬ 
lars  additional  on  their  debt  and  to  avoid  all  danger  of  loss  have  transferred 
the  loan  of  seventeen  hundred  dollars  remaining  to  the  Home  JMission 
Society. 

The  Second  Swede  church  has  made  further  payments  on  their  lot  and 
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have  transferred  tlieir  house  of  worsliip  to  their  own  ground  tlius  making 
their  position  more  secure. 

In  South  Chicago  and  One  Hundredth  street  a  Scandinavian  church  has 
been  organized,  a  lot  purcliased,  and  a  house  of  worsliip  already  enclosed. 
Their  need  of  aid  is  most  urgent  and  their  appeal  is  worthy  of  all  confidence. 

The  same  may  be  said  of  Brother  Fredericlfs  work  in  North  Chicago. 
Some  of  the  churches  have  already  responded  to  their  appeal— will  not  the 
other  churches  now  do  so  V 

Looking  at  the  facts  and  considerations  your  committee  urge  : 

1.  That  in  all  association  arrangements  the  foreign  population  should 
receive  great  prominence,  and  they  recommend  that  it  be  made  a  standing 
order  that  a  stated  time,  for  instance,  the  whole  of  Wednesday  evening,  be 
devoted  to  Home  Missions,  the  two  committees  presenting  their  reports  at 
such  appointed  time. 

2.  That  pastors  and  officebearers  not  only  give  increased  attention  to 
the  claims  of  the  Foreign  population,  but  also  make  room  for  them  in  each 
year’s  arrangements  for  appeals  that  shall  be  made  to  the  various  congre¬ 
gations. 

3.  That  all  foreign  speaking  Baptist  churches  of  the  same  faith  and 
order  as  ourselves,  within  the  area  of  our  Association,  be  and  hereby  are  as¬ 
sured  that  application  for  admission  to  our  Association  will  be  received  by 
us  with  equal  rendiness,  as  if  they  were  English  speaking,  and  we  hereby 
ask  them  to  consider  the  advisability  of  making  such  application. 

Your  committee  have  only  further  to  add  how  great  has  been  their  pleas¬ 
ure  in  thus  serving  the  association,  and  wish  to  express  their  gratification  that 
a  work  so  much  needed  and  yet  to  so  large  an  extent  hitherto  neglected,  is  now 
in  a  fair  way  of  being  carried  on  with  some  degree  of  energy  and  success. 

A  motion  was  made  to  adopt  the  report. 

The  time  for  the  delivery  of  the  Doctrinal  Sermon  having  arrived,  on 
motion  the  further  consideration  of  the  report  was  deferred  until  after  the 
*  DoctTinal  Sermon  was  delivered. 

The  Doctrinal  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  C.  Perren  (assisted  in  the 
opening  services  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Clark,  of  Dundee).  Text:  Genesis  49:22,  23 
and  24.  ‘‘  Joseph  is  a  fruitful  bough,  even  a  fruitful  bough  by  a  well,  whose 
branches  run  over  the  wall.  The  archers  have  sorely  grieved  him,  and  shot 
at  him,  and  hated  him  ;  but  his  bow  abode  in  strength,  and  the  arms  of  his 
hands  were  made  strong  by  the  hands  of  the  mighty  God  of  Jacob ;  (from 
thence  is  the  Shepherd,  the  stone  of  Israel.”) 

Business  of  the  Association  resumed. 

The  report  on  Foreign  Population  was  taken  up  and  discussed  by  Brn. 
McGregor,  Baker,  Andrews,  Parker  and  Meier.  The  question  on  the  adop¬ 
tion  of  the  report  was  called  for  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

On  motion, 

Resolved^  That  Article  X.  be  amended  by  adding  as'  follows  :  “  The  As¬ 
sociation  shall  also  appoint  a  Missionary  Committee  of  seven,  of  which  the 
District  Secretary  of  the  Home  Mission  Society  shall  be  ex-officio  a  member, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  co-operate  with  the  Home  Missionary  Society  in  its 
work  among  the  foreign  population  within  the  limits  of  the  Association; 
this  committee  of  seven  to  present  a  WTutten  report  at  the  annual  meeting  of 
the  Association. 

The  Moderator  then  appointed  the  following  named  persons  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Foreign  Population,  to  wit :  Revs.  E.  B.  Iluiibert,  D.  McGregor, 
S.  Baker,  Jr.,  A.  K.  Parker,  J.  Spencer  Kennard,  W.  P.  Elsdon  and  Wm.  M. 
Haigh. 
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The  committee  on  the  proposition  made  the  Central  Church  of  Chicago 
at  the  last  session,  report  as  follows : 

The  Committee  to  which  was  referred  the  proposition  submitted,  a  year 
ago,  by  the  Central  Church  of  Chicago,  to  the  effect  that  the  churches  of  this 
Association  unite  in  signalizing  the  progress  made  by  the  denomination  in 
Chicago  and  the  Northwest,  during  the  last  fifty  years,  by  aiding  them  in 
the  erection  of  a  suitable  house  of  worship,  beg  leave  to  report:  That  they 
profoundly  appreciate  the  denominational  necessity  of  a  wise  and  vigorous 
forward  movement  in  that  portion  of  Chicago  that  is  known  as  the  North 
Side.  It  is  a  large,  flourishing  and  beautiful  quarter  of  the  city,  abounding 
in  splendid  private  residences,  and  dotted  with  handsome  churches  of  vari¬ 
ous  other  denominations.  Into  these  churches  of  other  denominations  a 
large  number  of  once  valuable  Baptist  families  have  been  gathered — families 
that  might  have  been  saved  to  us  if  any  suitable  provision  had  been  made  by 
us  for  their  accommodation. 

In  that  whole  section  of  the  city  we  have  only  two  churches,  and  they, 
on  account  of  defective  location  and  the  want  of  attractive  and  commodious 
houses  of  worship,  have  been  languishing  and  leading  a  precarious  existence. 

On  the  South  Side  we  have  large,  strong,  vigorous  churches,  and  also  on 
the  West,  and  in  both  these  directions  the  outlook  is  perhaps  more  hopeful 
than  ever  before  in  our  denominational  history. 

The  North  Side  is  our  weak  side,  and  it  undoubtedly  becomes  us  as  mat¬ 
ter  of  wise  religious  strategy,  to  strengthen  the  things  that  remain  there 
and  that  are  almost  ready  to  perish  for  the  lack  of  liberal  fostering. 

We  therefore  hail  with  exceeding  satisfaction  the  movement  undertaken 
by  our  brethren  of  the  Central  Church,  under  the  able  leadership  of  their 
pastor,  to  go  forward  and  build  in  an  excellent  location  a  house  that  shall  be 
worthy  of  themselves  and  our  great  denomination,  and  that  shall  be  to  the 
praise  of  the  glory  of  the  grace  of  our  great  Redeemer. 

The  present  year  will  be  one  of  no  small  struggle  and  sacrifice  to  the 
churches  of  our  Association — to  some  of  them  by  reason  of  the  necessity 
laid  upon  them  of  raising  the  money  to  liquidate  debts  under  the  weight  of 
which  they  have  heretofore  been  groaning ;  and  to  all  of  them  by  reason  of 
the  felt  necessity  of  uniting  in  the  hopeful  effort  now  in  progress  for  the 
completion  of  the  endowment  of  our  Theological  Seminary  at  Morgan  Park. 

It  would  therefore  seem  to  be  impossible  for  us  to  concentrate  our  sym¬ 
pathies  and  contributions  on  this  noble  and  hopeful  North  Side  movement 
as  exclusively  as  under  other  circumstances  we  should  be  happy  to  do,  and 
yet  realizing  its  great  importance,  and  the  opportuneness  of  the  occasion, 
and  believing  that  it  is  possible  for  us  to  accomplish  all  the  grand  results  to 
which  we  have  referred,  if  our  “  reserves  •'  are  brought  out  into  the  field,  we 
cordially  unite  in  commendation  of  the  appeal  of  our  brethren  of  the  Central 
Baptist  church,  and  sincerely  hope  that  in  all  our  churches  it  may  meet  with 
fraternal  appreciation  and  generous  response.

Roll  of  seventy  members  of  the  churches  composing  this  body.  Two  of 
these  were  honored  ministers  of  the  Lord  Jesus;  one  a  Deacon,  greatly  be¬ 
loved  and  in  the  prime  of  life ;  others  were  aged  sisters — one  of  them  nearly 
one  hundred  years  old — some  of  them  in  the  middle  walks  of  life,  and  busy

activities  of  Christian  work,  and  still  a  large  number  were  in  the  morning  of 
their  days,  having  but  just  entered  upon  the  services  of  their  Lord.  O  how 
the  dread  Reaper  has  gone  forth  among  the  churches,  reminding  us  that 
“  Death  lias  passed  upon  all  men,”  and  that  in  due  time  he  will  call  for  us. 

It  will  be  impossible  to  mention  by  name  this  large  number  of  our  pre¬ 
cious  dead;  but  we  trust  their  names  are  found  written  in  the  J^amb’s  Book 
of  Life.  “He  knoweth  them  that  are  His.”  Kone  of  them  will  lie  forgotten, 
or  lost. 

It  is  due,  perhaps,  to  make  a  brief  mention  of  Rev.  J.  D.  Cole,  D.  D. 
He  was  born  in  Catskill,  N.  Y.,  .January  14,  1802;  awakened  to  a  sense  of 
sin  under  the  preaching  of  Rev.  Howard  Malconi;  baptized  in  Catskill 
March  4, 1821 ;  entered  Ilaniilton  Literary  and  Theological  Institution  just 
after  Eugenio  Kincaid  and  Jonathan  Wade  had  graduated;  ordained  in 
Ogden,  his  tirst  pastorate,  September  12,  1827.  His  subsequent  pastorates 
were  in  Fredonia,  Fabius,  Ithaca,  Whitesboro  and  Kunda,  K.  Y. ;  Delavan, 
Wis. ;  Barry,  Galva,  Cordova,  Atlanta,  Lockport  and  Rosetta,  Ilk;  and  Val¬ 
paraiso,  Ind.  Several  years  were  spent  as  Missionary  Agent  in  the  service 
of  the  American  Raptist  Missionary  Union  and  American  Baptist  Home 
Missionary  Societies.  He  was  an  able  and  faithful  minister  in  every  depart¬ 
ment  of  his  work.  He'died  among  his  children  and  grand-children,  March 
27, 1883,  honored  and  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him. 

Rev.  L.  B.  King  and  his  wife,  Almira  King,  died  in  DeKalb,  Ill.,  during 
the  year.  Brother  King  was  a  graduate  of  Madison  University,  Y.  Y. ;  or¬ 
dained  at  Belvidere,  Ill.,  in  June,  1839.  He  preached  for  new  churches  in 
the  counties  of  Cook,  Kane  and  Boone,  Ill. ;  and  for  two  years  in  Lawrence- 
ville,  St.  Lawrence  County,  N.  Y.,  but  in  later  years  he  has  been  laid  aside 
from  ministerial  labors  by  failing  health.  His  memory  is  blessed. 

Dea.  Wm.  T.  Sherer,  of  the  First  Baptist  church,  Chicago,  oue  of  our 
energetic  business  men,  and  one  of  our  successful  Sunday  school  workers, 
after  a  long  and  painful  illness  has  entered  into  his  Rest. 

These  seventy  loved  ones  who  have  passed  away,  will  be  greatly  missed 
in  their  churches. 

Beloved  brethren,  who  shall  be  the  victims  of  the  Grim  Reaper  this  year? 
Some  of  us  are  nearer  Home  than  we  are  aware.  Let  us  be  ready.

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DIGEST  OF  LETTERS. 


Antioch.— This  church,  though  weak  and  unable  to  sustain  preaching, 
are  anxious  to  retain  a  home  in  the  Association  ;  have  no  fellowship  with  the 
unfruitful  works  of  darkness  ;  keep  up  their  covenant  meetings ;  their  hearts’ 
desire  is  that  God  will  visit  and  water  their  little  branch  of  Zion. 

Austin.— With  pleasure  they  record  the  dealings  of  God  with  them ; 
feel  that  they  have  made  substantial  progress  in  their  work.  Their  pastor 
is  growing  in  pulpit  power,  love  of  his  people,  and  respect  of  the  community, 
are  already  crowded  for  room  and  need  larger  quarters  ;  cannot  report  of  a 
great  revival  of  God’s  work,  but  those  wTio  have  united  give  unmistakable 
*  evidence  of  the  new  birth;  faithful  work  is  being  done  and  they  are  praying 
for  a  great  harvest. 

Barkington.— Have  the  past  year  enjoyed  regular  preaching  services, 
weekly  prayer  meetings  and  Sunday  school.  Their  pastor  preaches  on  Sun¬ 
day  afternoon  at  Lake  Zurich,  five  miles  distant.  The  working  members  are 
walking  together  harmoniously  ;  ask  that  the  little  church  at  Barrington  may 
be  remembered  in  prayer. 

BL003IINGDALE.— Acknowledge  the  loving  kindness  of  God  in  all  his 
doings  with  them  as  individuals  and  as  a  church.  The  numbers  have  been 
diminished  by  removals  and  death  ;  still  enjoy  the  faithful  preaching  of  Bro. 
G.  W.  Robinson,  this  being  his  second  year  with  them.  Although  few  have 
turned  to  the  Lord,  the  seed  has  been  faithfully  sown,  and  they  are  looking 
for  the  harvest. 

Benton. — Their  pulpit  was  supplied  by  Bro.  H.  Happel  until  IS'ovember 
and  then  for  a  few  Sabbaths  by  Bro.  J.  E.  Ambrose  ;  since  that  they  have 
had  no  preaching;  their  numbers  have  been  reduced  by  removals,  and  they 
feel  somewhat  discouraged. 

Batavia.— Have  great  reason  for  thankfulness  for  the  mercies  of  God 
the  past  year,  still  it  has  been  one  of  trials  ;  severe  sickness  has  rested  like  a 
pall  upon  many  of  their  workers.  The  new  year  opened  with  God’s  signal 
favor ;  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  was  manifest,  and  they  looked  for  a  spiritual 
harvest.  Providences  which  they  could  not  understand  or  control  interposed, 
mainly  the  sickness  of  their  pastor ;  the  work  stopped  with  the  addition  of  8 
or  10.  They  are  united  in  their  pastor  who  has  the  love  and  respect  of  the 
entire  community,  and  under  his  efficient  leadership  they  expect  great  re¬ 
sults.  They  ask  the  prayers  of  the  association  that  the  way  may  be  opened 
to  build  a  new  place  of  worship. 

Crystal  Lake.— They  regret  that  they  are  not  in  a  condition  spiritu¬ 
ally  to  report  progress  ;  during  the  associational  year  they  have  had  no  set¬ 
tled  pastor;  and  although  their  prospects  are  by  no  means  battering,  they 
can  but  rejoice  that  as  a  regularly  organized  Christian  body  they  still  sur¬ 
vive  ;  they  maintain  a  weekly  prayer  meeting  and  keep  up  the  mouthly  cove¬ 
nant  meeting.  Their  pulpit  at  present  is  supplied  by  Bro.  A.  J.  Young,  of 
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the  Chicago  University.  They  mention  the  death  of  their  dearly  beloved 
sister,  S.  Mallery. 

Chicago,  First.— Greatfully  acknowledge  the  blessings  of  the  Lord  to 
them  during  the  year ;  congregations  are  large  ;  prayer  meetings  well  at¬ 
tended  ;  a  great  revival  visited  them  during  the  winter ;  their  net  gain  of 
membershii)  is  102.  Have  adopted  and  organized  two  missions  wliich  under 
the  control  of  the  young  people  are  nourishing.  Their  members  are  in  per¬ 
fect  harmony,  with  universal  love  and  confidence  in  their  pastor  ;  death  has 
removed  ten  of  their  members,  among  wliom  was  Kev.  Jirah  D.  Cole  and 
Deacon  Sherer,  whose  names  were  fragrant  with  them. 

Chicago,  Second.— The  past  year  has  been  one  of  quiet  progress,  pub¬ 
lic  services  increasingly  large  and  attentive ;  Sunday  school,  both  Home 
and  Mission,  show  steady  growth  in  numbers  and  effectiveness;  conversions 
have  been  frequent  throughout  the  year,  and  accessioiis  to  the  church  roll 
have  come  both  from  the  home  and  mission  schools.  Financially  they  have 
made  steady  progress  toward  a  condition  in  which  the  income  shall  equal 
the  demands  of  all  branches,  have  provided  by  subscriptions  about  $3,500, 
for  permanent  improvements.  The  resignation  in  January  of  their  pastor’s 
assistant,  left  their  pastor.  Dr.  Lawrence,  and  their  missionary,  Mrs.  Lizzie 
Aiken,  with  added  burdens,  labor  and  responsibility.  But  the  change  has 
developed,  particularly  among  the  younger  members,  an  increased  spirit  of 
helpfulness  and  a  talent  for  Christian  service. 

Chicago,  Centennial.— This  church  is  glad  to  report  a  year  of  fair  prog¬ 
ress  ;  have  enlarged  and  improved  their  audience  room  ;  their  congregation 
is  increased  and  they  are  looking  forward  to  a  future  of  great  usefulness  in 
the  cause  of  Christ.  Their  members  are  mostly  young,  but  are  zealous  of 
good  work.  The  Ladies  Aid  Society  have  by  their  faithfulness  and  piety 
contributed  largely  to  their  success.  Under  the  faithful  ministrations  of  the 
pastor  they  have  been  built  up  in  the  faith  of  the  Gospel. 

Chicago  Central.— The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  steady  growth, 
their  membership  has  had  a  net  increase  of  54.  A  special  feature  of  encour¬ 
agement  which  has  marked  their  history  during  a  part  of  the  year  is  that  of 
revival  interest.  Following  the  week  of  prayer  Rev.  L.  B.  Woolford,  D.  D., 
assisted  their  pastor  ;  his  ministrations  were  greatly  blessed,  followed  by  a 
precious  work  of  grace.  Their  limited  accommodations  have  led  them  to 
resolve,  as  a  case  of  necessity,  to  put  their  hands  to  the  work  of  building  a 
house  of  worship. 

Fourth  Chicago.— In  the  past  twelve  months,  every  plan,  every  reso¬ 
lution,  and  every  effort  and  every  event  have  so  resulted  as  to  encourage 
their  hopes,  strengthen  their  faith  and  increase  their  love  for  the  Master,  for 
His  cause  and  for  His  people.  They  devoutly  own  the  help  of  God,  and  His 
hand  as  manifest  to  them  in  the  following :  An  increase  of  influence  of  the 
Church  over  the  community;  steady  growth  of  the  congregation;  members 
of  distant  churches,  resident  among  them,  have  been  induced  to  make  use 
of  their  letters  to  unite  with  them ;  rapid  growth  of  the  prayer  meetings  ; 
conversions  and  additions  to  their  numbers.  Their  financial  exhibit  shows 
that  every  obligation  has  been  met. 

South  Church,  of  Chicago.— Trust  that  they  have  been  able  to  ren- 
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der  some  acceptable  service  to  the  Master.  The  past  year  has  been  more  of 
a  seed-sowing  than  a  harvest  time.  Their  pastor  preached  his  farewell  in 
December ;  since  then  they  have  felt  deeply  the  need  of  a  leader.  Bro.  First 
has  snpplied  them  chiefly  and  very  acceptably  until  May,  since  which  time 
they  have  been  snpplied  by  Bro.  Bacon. 

XoPvTH  Star. — Through  the  faithful  ministry  of  their  pastor,  together 
with  the  co-operation  of  the  church,  the  Lord  has  heard  their  prayers  and 
revived  His  woik  in  their  midst.  Previous  to  the  commencement  of  the 
New  Year  great  anxiety  was  felt  in  view  of  their  spiritual  condition;  the 
week  of  prayer  was  observed  and  followed  by  special  meetings.  The  pres¬ 
ence  of  the  Holy  Spirit  was  manifested  in  reviving  His  people  and  the  con¬ 
version  of  sinners  ;  fourteen  confessed  Christ  by  baptism,  several  being 
heads  of  families ;  regular  Sabbath  services  and  two  weekly  prayer  meetings 
are  well  sustained. 

ME3IORIAL. — Since  last  annual  letter  this  church  have  made  substantial 
progress.  During  the  wflnter  there  were  several  conversions ;  extra  meetings 
were  held  ;  they  trust  that  the  seed  sown  by  faithful  preaching  and  earnest, 
prayerful  teaching  in  the  Sunday  school  will  bring  forth  a  bountiful  harvest. 
After  a  pastorate  of  three  and  a  half  years  their  pastor,  Bev.  J.  T.  Burhoe, 
has  resigned  and  closed  his  labors  among  them  ;  during  his  ministry  he  has 
won  the  warm  regards  of  the  entire  church  and  congregation,  who  have 
recognized  him  as  an  original  and  able  preacher  of  earnest  evangelical  faith, 
and  deep  devotion  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  and  a  pure  and  manly  Chris¬ 
tian  character. 

Western  Awenue. — This  church  express  great  thankfulness  to  our 
Heavenly  Father  for  the  continued  fulfilment  of  His  promises  :  “  Lo,  I  am 
with  you  ahvays ;  I  will  not  leave  you  comfortless  ;  I  will  come  unto  you.” 
The  w^eek  of  prayer  was  observed,  and  will  long  be  remembered  for  the  rich 
and  refreshing  outpouring  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  meetings  w'ere  continued 
for  three  w'eeks  ;  they  report  thirty-tw^o  received  by  baptism.  Their  current 
expenses  have  been  promptly  met,  the  funded  indebtedness  of  the  church 
paid  at  maturity.  Under  the  faithful  preaching  of  their  pastor  they  are  being- 
perfected  in  every  good  wmrd  and  w'ork. 

North  Ashland  Avenue— Are  at  peace  w-ithin  their  borders,  are  fed 
with  the  finest  of  the  wheat  from  the  pulpit.  Their  financial  and  numerical 
strength  has  been  tested  by  the  continued  remvoal  of  a  large  number  of  their 
members  to  South  Chicago  and  elsewiiere,  hence  they  have  not  been  able  to 
do  much  at  storming  the  enemy's  fort ;  their  efforts  wwe  more  confined  to 
holding  the  fort ;  trust  that  the  tide  has  been  dow-n  to  its  low^est  ebb  and  is 
again  moving  out  tow^ard  the  land  mark. 

Millard  Avenue.— A  year  of  steady,  healthful  growdh ;  united  and 
moving  forw-ard  with  a  good  degree  of  success  along  all  of  its  lines  of  activity; 
have  been  and  are  greatly  blest  in  the  ministrations  of  their  pastor.  Rev.  Geo. 
B.  Vosburgh.  Their  Ladies’  Aid  Society  have  rendered  efficient  service, 
both  socially  and  financially.  Sunday  school  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

Immanuel.— No  letter  received  from  this  church,  yet  their  statistical 
table  shows  that  fifty-five  have  been  received  by  baptism  and  fifty-nine  by 
letter.  The  amount  contributed  show's  an  interest  in  the  benevolent  objects 
of  the  day. 
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First  German.— Their  meetings  are  well  attended,  at  times  difficult  to 
accommodate  all  with  seats.  They  need  a  new  church  edifice ;  they  intend 
to  build  a  house  for  tlieir  Xorth  Side  mission,  which  is  served  by  Bro.  F. 
Frederich,  consisting  of  thirty-five  members;  hope  to  form  a  self-sustaining 
Second  German  Baptist  church  in  a  short  time.  They  have  a  mission  on 
corner  of  W  entworth  avenue  and  Twentieth  street,  and  a  mission  in  Oak  Park. 
They  feel  that  their  financial  means  and  strength  is  much  too  small  upon  this 
large  mission  field,  among  200,000  Germans  and  still  many  more  coming. 

South  Chicago— Firsi.— The  year  has  been  one  of  varied  experiences ; 
a  year  ago  they  had  afternoon  services  in  the  Congregational  church  and  no 
Sunday  school ;  in  October  secured  the  German  Baptist  church  for  morning 
service  and  started  a  Sunday  school.  Bro.  T.  G.  Brownson,  who  preached 
during  the  year,  has  now  become  their  pastor.  They  gratefully  acknowl¬ 
edge  the  assistance  received  from  the  State  Mission  Board.  They  are  a  little 
band,  but  feel  that  God  has  opened  before  them  a  great  field  of  labor;  what 
they  need  is  a  church  home. 

Dundee.— They  greet  the  Association  in  Christian  love.  The  faithful 
labors  of  their  pastor  has  not  been  in  vain— five  added  to  their  numbers  by 
baptism ;  a  spirit  of  unity  and  harmony  prevails.  Have  lost  one  of  their 
number  by  death  (Bro.  Geo.  Hall).  Sunday  school  and  Women’s  Mission 
Circle  well  sustained. 

DeKalb. — The  open  hand  of  their  Heavenly  Father  has  been  extended 
to  them,  filled  with  blessings  ;  a  number  of  happy  converts  have  been  buried 
in  the  likeness  of  Christ  and  are  rejoicing  in  the  new  found  love  for  Him; 
have  the  Gospel  faithfully  declared  to  them  each  Sabbath ;  feel  their  own 
weakness,  but  are  strong  in  the  complete  and  finished  work  of  Christ.  The 
angel  of  death  has  claimed  two  of  their  number— Rev.  L.  B.  King  and  his 
wife. 

Elgin.— The  experience  of  this  church  the  past  year  has  been  a  varied 
one.  In  the  beginning  of  the  year  the  manifestations  of  the  Divine  Spirit 
were  clearly  discernible,  and  several  souls  were  brought  into  the  Kingdom. 
On  the  first  of  May  Rev.  D.  B.  Cheney,  D.  D.,  terminated  a  pastorate  of 
nearly  five  years’  duration,  and  we  sympathize  with  him  in  his  severe  sick¬ 
ness,  which  has  for  several  months  rendered  him  incapable  of  laboring  in 
the  cause  he  loves  so  well. 

Englewood. — The  past  year  has  to  them  been  one  of  special  interest 
and  steady  gain ;  they  have  prospered  in  temporal  matters,  and  also  in  Chris¬ 
tian  growth..  Their  pastor,  Rev.  W.  P.  Elsdon,  entered  upon  his  work  in 
October ;  his  powerful  sermons,  personal  labors,  together  with  the  fidelity 
and  earnestness  of  the  members,  have  been  blessed  of  God  to  the  building  up 
of  His  cause. 

Evanston.— The  past  year  has  been  one  of  mingled  sorrow  and  rejoic¬ 
ing  ;  they  have  the  past  year  paid  a  fioating  debt  of  about  $2,000,  and  reduced 
their  bonded  debt  from  $8,000  to  $3,000.  God  has  given  them  some  additions 
by  baptism  from  their  Bible  school;  have  dismissed  ten  members  to  assist 
in  forming  a  Second  Baptist  church.  Death  has  removed  three  of  their 
members,  who  leave  sacred  memories.  In  March  their  pastor  tendered  his 
resignation,  and  it  was  accepted  to  take  effect  the  30th  of  September  next; 
they  part  with  him  trusting  that  God  has  for  him  a  wider  and  better  field. 
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Greenwood. — Their  pastor,  Rev.  D.  D.  Odell,  held  a  series  of  meetings 
following  the  week  of  prayer,  which  appeared  to  cause  the  word  already 
sown  to  develop  in  the  conversion  of  some  who  have  united  with  the  church 
and  others  who  have  not  as  yet  been  baptized.  The  last  of  February  he 
asked  leave  of  absence  to  hold  a  meeting  at  Geneva,  Wis.,  which  appeared 
to  result  in  the  conversion  of  about  one  hundred  souls.  Having  decided  to 
labor  as  an  evangelist,  he  closed  his  pastorate  the  last  of  April.  A  call  was 
at  once  extended  to  the  Rev.  Henry  Happell,  who  entered  upon  his  pastorate 
May  5.  Their  congregations  are  well  sustained.  The  first  of  August  they 
licensed  Bro.  Henry  R.  Baldwin  to  preach  the  glorious  Gospel  of  Christ. 
Death  has  removed  an  aged  mother  in  Israel,  sister  Clarissa  Dake,  aged 
ninety-nine  years  and  six  months. 

Highland  Park.— This  church,  during  the  past  year,  have  been  very 
much  encouraged,  having  in  answer  to  their  prayers  secured  a  pastor  whose 
labors  have  been  greatly  blessed;  attendance  on  the  Sabbath  and  of  the 
prayer  meetings  has  been  increased,  and  God’s  work  in  the  hearts  of  His 
people  has  been  revived  and  there  are  earnest  seekers  among  them  after  the 
truth.  They  speak  very  tenderly  of  the  late  Dr.  Jirah  D.  Cole,  who,  though 
not  a  member,  had  been  much  with  them,  and  his  counsels  and  exhortations 
will  be  missed. 

Hyde  Park. — Are  not  satisfied  with  their  efforts  tor  the  past  year ;  feel 
that  there  has  not  been  that  manifestation  of  spiritual  power  that  should 
characterize  a  church  of  the  risen  and  exalted  Christ;  have  reduced  their 
church  debt  some  $1,500;  still  owe  $500;  hope  soon  to  be  able  to  report  a 
complete  illustration  ot  the  Apostle’s  exhortation  :  “  Owe  no  man  anything 
except  to  love  one  another.” 

Malta. — Regard  themselves  as  a  very  feeble  church,  both  as  to  mem¬ 
bership  and  finances,  yet  not  entirely  destitute  of  the  elements  of 
strength,  and  are  desirous  to  be  doing  something  for  the  cause  of  the  Re¬ 
deemer  ;  are  not  able  to  support  a  pastor  and  have  but  few  services. 

Mokena.-  -This  church  have  but  few  members,  and  are  weak  financially, 
not  able  to  pay  enough  to  secure  the  services  of  a  pastor  ;  are  supplied  one- 
half  of  the  time  by  students  from  Morgan  Park  Seminarv.  Their  house  of 
worship  is  owned  and  occupied  jointly  with  the  Methodist  Episcopal  church, 
uniting  also  in  Sunday  School  work  ;  have  many  things  to  discourage  them, 
but  intend  to  “  hold  on  ;”  ask  the  brethren  to  pray  for  them. 

Morgan  Park.— The  past  year  marked  by  some  degree  of  activity  and 
growth ;  no  large  accessions,  though  the  church  has  taken  on  new  moral 
and  spiritual  vigor.  Their  pastor,  settled  since  the  last  Associational  meet¬ 
ing,  has  been  a  faithful  under-shepherd ;  congregations  large  and  attentive  ; 
have  made  some  changes  in  their  church  building,  and  contemplate  further 
improvements. 

Newport.— Unable  to  report  additions  the  past  year.  Their  pastor, 
Bro.  Happell,  closed  his  labors  with  them  in  November;  since  he  left  the 
pulpit  has  been  unoccupied  most  of  the  time ;  have  maintained  their  Sunday 
school  through  the  year;  their  numbers  have  been  reduced  by  emigration, 
leaving  their  working  force  small ;  and  although  the  way  looks  dark  before 
them,  their  trust  is  in  God. 
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Oak  Park. — The  church  in  laying  before  the  Association  an  outline  of 
their  record  during  the  past  year,  say  : 

First. — Spiritual — Not  up  to  the  liigh  standard  set  forth  in  the  word  of 
God — yet,  still  contending  for  the  faith. 

Second. —  VV ork — Faith  without  work  is  dead  ;  they  are  not  dead.  There 
was  at  the  commencement  of  the  New  Year  a  visitation  of  the  divine  power. 
The  work  of  the  church  has  been  the  erection  of  a  house  of  worship,  which 
will  soon  be  completed. 

Third. — Financial — Where  it  belongs  in  the  hands  of  wise,  judicious, 
Christian  business  men,  hence  their  debts  are  paid. 

Fourth. — In  General— Greatly  encouraged  by  the  coming  amongst  us  of 
warm,  earnest  brethren  from  city  sister  churches.  A  change  lias  taken  place 
in  the  pastorate,  Rev.  A.  M.  Racon  being  succeeded  by  Rev.  R.  N.  Van 
Doren,  who  has  during  his  short  acciuaintance  of  about  two  months,  found 
a  large  place  in  their  confidence  and  hearts. 

Pullman.— This  new  church  asked  for  admission  to  the  association  at 
its  present  session.  The  church  was  formally  organized  with  ten  constitu¬ 
ent  members  in  January,  1882.  They  have  been  bountifully  blessed  of  the 
Lord,  during  the  year  ;  four  have  been  baptized  and  forty  received  by  letter 
and  experience.  They  are  trying  to  do  their  work  well. 

Richmond. — This  church  is  holding  on  to  the  promises  of  God,  and 
pressing  forward,  not  able  to  report  additions,  yet  they  have  been  blessed  in 
material  things  ;  have  only  six  or  eight  willing  workers  and  do  not  feel  like 
giving  up ;  suggests  that  quarterly  meetings  be  held  with  the  weak  churches  ; 
they  would  welcome  such  help. 

St.  Charles. — xVre  still  striving  to  hold  up  the  banner  of  Christ  and 
maintain  his  cause ;  feel  weak  in  numbers  and  finances;  from  July  to  De¬ 
cember,  were  without  a  pastor  but  were  regularly  supplied  by  Rro.  C.  F.  Roe 
and  others  from  Morgan  Park  Seminary.  In  December  they  invited  Rev.  J. 
B.  Ward,  from  Iowa,  to  supply  them ;  he  is  now  their  pastor  ;  are  as  a  church, 
pastor  and  people,  united  in  all  their  work.  Prayer  meetings  well  sustained  ; 
have  lost  two  by  death  and  several  by  removals,  among  the  latter  Bro.  J.  H. 
Elmore  and  family  who  are  greatly  missed. 

Waukegan. — This  church  cordially  welcomes  to  their  church  and  homes 
the  association;  feel  it  a  privilege  and  honor  to  be  a  member  of  the  associa¬ 
tion  ;  they  have  a  history  and  are  striving  to  profit  by  the  examples  and  teach¬ 
ings  of  the  past ;  have  lost  largely  by  removals ;  aggressive  work  is  slow  and 
difficult.  Notwithstanding  discouragements  all  the  departments  of  the 
church  work  are  vigorous,  harmonious  and  active. 

Woodstock. — The  past  year  has  been  one  of  severe  trial ;  destitute  of  a 
pastor,  their  pulpit  has  beeii  acceptably  supplied  from  Morgan  Park  Semi¬ 
nary,  and  once  by  Rev.  A.  W.  Clark,  of  Dundee.  The  church  have  engaged 
Rev.  L.  Parmely,  of  Beloit,  as  a  supply  tor  six  months. 

Wauconda.— Have  no  settled  pastor,  but  have  preaching  every  Sunday 
by  Rev.  J.  E.  Brooks ;  they  have  suffered  from  removals  ;  feel  the  heed  of  a 
pastor. 

Wheaton. — In  looking  over  the  history  of  the  past  year  they  are  brought 
to  realize  how  much  they  have  to  be  thankful  for  to  their  kind  Heavenly 
Father.  They  cannot  report  any  great  awakening  during  the  past  year ; 
they  are  glad  to  say  that  death  has  not  invaded  their  ranks.  Have  enjoyed 
the  labors  of  Rev.  C  K.  Culver,  of  Chicago,  as  a  supply,  since  August.  An 
increasing  interest  is  manifest  in  the  attendance  upon  the  preaching  service, 
the  weekly  prayer  meetings,  covenant  meetings  and  young  people’s  meet¬ 
ings. 
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MIXUTES  OF  THE  JOINT  MEETING 

OF  THE 

Woman’s  Home  and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies, 


Held  at  Waukegan,  Illinois,  June  6,  1883. 

By  the  kindness  of  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  the  Woman's  Home 
and  Foreign  Missionary  Societies  were  permitted  to  occupy  a  portion  of  the 
regular  time  of  the  Association,  and  held  a  joint  meeting,  Wednesday,  at 
4:30  p.  m.,  Mrs.  A.  J.  Howe,  of  Chicago,  president  of  the  Woman's  Baptist 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  West  presiding. 

After  singing,  prayer  was  offered  by  Mrs.  Lizzie  Aiken,  of  Chicago.  Mrs. 
J.  W.  IV'eddell,  of  Morgan  Park,  Associational  director  for  the  Woman’s 
Baptist  Home  Mission  Society,  read  her  annual  report,  of  which  the  follow¬ 
ing  is  an  abstract :  ‘ 

We  are  glad  to  report  that  the  interest  in  Home  Mission  is  steadily  in¬ 
creasing  all  over  the  land.  The  Woman’s  Baptist  Home  Missions  Society  is 
now  supporting  thirty-two  missionaries  in  twenty  different  fields.  There  are 
also  ten  Bible  women  working  for  the  salvation  of  souls.  These  missiona¬ 
ries  are  laboring  among  the  Freedmen,  the  Scandinavians,  the  Indians,  the 
Mormons,  the  Chinese  and  the  Mexicans.  Last  year  the  women  of  the  Chi¬ 
cago  Association  gave  SI, 097. 51  to  the  society.  In  our  Association  we  know 
of  sixteen  ladies’  circles  and  a  few  children's  bands.  We  believe  that  next 
^  year  we  can  report  a  still  larger  number,  for  we  are  sure  the  work  of  the 
Lord  must  prosper. 

The  vice  president  for  Illinois  of  the  W.B.  H.  M.  Society,  Mrs.  T.  W. Good- 
speed,  of  Morgan  Park,  spoke  of  the  work  of  the  Society  in  Utah  among  the 
Mormons,  and  read  extracts  from  The  Tidings. 

Miss  M.  G.  Burdette,  of  Chicago,  spoke  of  the  publications  of  the  So¬ 
ciety. 

After  singing  “  From  Greenland's  Icy  Mountains,”  the  annual  report  of 
Miss  A.  L.  Stevens,  of  Chicago,  Associational  Secretary  for  the  W.  B.  F. 
Missionary  Society  of  the  West  was  given,  of  which  the  following  is  an  ab¬ 
stract  : 

The  past  year  has  given  evidences  of  increased  interest  in  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sions  among  the  sisters  of  the  Chicago  Association.  As  indications  of  this 
may  be  mentioned  the  fuller  statistical  reports  received  from  the  circles, 
with  details  of  methods  of  work,  study  of  hnissions,  &c.,  and  the  more  fre¬ 
quent  calls  for  missionary  literature.  The  majority  of  the  circles  pursue  the 
study  of  missions  as  given  in  the  Lesson  Topics,  and  this  plan  is  recom¬ 
mended  to  all,  as  invariably  resulting  in  an  increase  of  interest,  membership 
and  funds.

YOUNG  ladies’  WORK. 

A  noticable  advance  has  been  made  by  the  yonng  sisters  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion.  The  Young  Ladies’  Branch”  of  the  1st  church,  Chicago,  continue 
the  support  of  a  village  school,  under  care  of  Rev.  Mr.  Bunker,  near  Toungoo, 
Burmah,  by  the  payment  of  a  hundred  dollars  annually. 

The  Tabernacle  Branch  of  Immanuel  church  sustain  a  pupil  in  the  On- 
gole  School,  and  a  Bible  woman  in  Swatow,  China. 

The  young  ladies  of  Evanston  have  proved  what  may  be  done  by  syste¬ 
matic  and  faithful  efforts,  in  the  results  reached  by  them,  sixty-five  dollars 
having  been  paid  into  the  treasury  as  their  gift. 

The  young  ladies  of  Hyde  Park  have  also  taken  up  the  work  with  much 
encouragement,  and  we  are  glad  to  welcome  a  new  society  in  connection 
with  the  Missionary  Training  School  of  Chicago. 

Will  not  the  young  women  of  the  churches,  who  have  not  identified 
themselves  with  this  work,  follow  these  good  examples  ?  We  shall  be  glad 
to  aid  the  young  ladies  of  the  smaller  churches  in  organizing  and  carrying 
on  the  work.  Contributions  have  been  received  from  sisters  of  several 
churches  where  there  are  no  circles,  and  they  are  counted  as  workers  to¬ 
gether  with  us  in  the  Lord.  Are  there  not  at  least  a  few  sisters  in 
every  church,  though  small,  who  will  be  helpers  in  this  way,  though  it  be  but 
a  little  ? 


mSSION  BANDS. 

Two  new  bands  are  numbered  this  year.  Western  Avenue,  Chicago,  and 
Dundee.  Much  interest  is  expressed  in  the  bands  and  much  credit  should 
be  given  to  the  leaders  who  with  great  painstaking  are  educating  the  future 
workers  in  missions. 

The  advance  over  last  year  in  the  work  may  be  seen  by  referring  to  the 
table  of  statistics,  and  while  we  may  be  encouraged,  none  should  be  satisfied 
until  the  full  measure  of  responsibility  and  privilege  is  attained. 

Mrs.  L.  J  Boomer,  of  .Chicago,  gave  a  Resume  of  the  work  of  the  society 
in  the  foreign  field,  with  a  map  exercise. 

A  letter  from  Rev.  J.  Thomson,  of  Ongole,  India,  was  read  by  Mrs.  F. 
A.  Smith,  Chicago. 

The  presiding  officer  followed  with  a  few  remarks  on  the  Memorial,  be¬ 
ing  prepared  by  the  different  Woman’s  Boards  of  Missions  in  the  United 
States  to  Queen  Victoria,  asking  her  interposition  in  abolishing  the  evils  of 
child-marriage  and  enforced  widowhood  in  India. 

With  thanks  to  the  Committee  of  Arrangements  for  the  time  so  graciously 
allotted  for  the  representation  of  woman’s  work  in  missions,  the  programme 
of  the  hour  was  finished.

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Post  Otficc  Address  of  Pastors,  Clerks  and  S.  S.  Superintendents.  (Where  no  other  is  given,  Post  Office  Address  is  the  same  as  name  of  Church.) 
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Article  I.  This  body  shall  be  called  the  “  Chicag-o  Baptist  Association,”  and  shall  be  com¬ 
posed  of  such  Baptist  churches,  enjoying  the  fellowship  of  their  sister  churches,  as  may  voluntarily 
associate  themselves  together  under  this  Constitution.  The  Messengers  of  the  churches  annually 
elected  to  represent  them  in  the  meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  entitled  each  to  an  equal  voice 
in  its  deliberations. 

Art.  II.  This  Association  shall  meet  annually,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  June,  at  2  o’clock  P. 
M.,  and  continue  in  session  at  least  three  days.  The  first  day  shall  be  given  to  the  Sunday  School 
work  of  the  Association,  including  reports  from  the  various  schools.  Semi-annual  meetings  may 
be  held  at  the  discretion  of  the  body. 

Art.  III.  At  each  annual  meeting,  on  Wednesday,  after  public  worship,  a  Moderator,  Clerk, 
and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively  until  a  new  election. 

The  Moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  order  at  the  meetings  of  the  Association. 

The  Clerk  shall  keep  a  fair  and  impartial  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  and 
conduct  its  correspondence. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  sent  to  the  Association,  keep  an  accurate  account  of 
the  same,  and  the  objects  for  which  they  are  designated,  and  pay  them  out  by  the  direction  of  the 
body.  He  shall  make  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  Treasury  before  the  close  of  each  session. 

Art.  IV.  This  Association  is  neither  a  legislative  or  judicial  body.  It  is  simply  a  meeting  by 
delegates  of  independent  Baptist  churches,  on  equal  and  common  grounds — that  they  may  knovv 
each  other’s  state;  that  by  Christian  intercourse  and  communion  in  worship,  their  mutual  fellowship 
may  be  strengthened,  and  that  by  combined  labors  they  may  strive  to  promote  the  cause  of  truth 
and,  righteousness  in  the  world.  Recognizing  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the  sole  Lawgiver  and  Judge  in 
Zion,  it  leaves  to  the  churches  severally  the  management  of  their  own  discipline,  and  the  respons¬ 
ibility  of  giving  or  withholding  their  own  fellowship. 

Art.  V.  Any  Baptist  church  applying  by  letter  or  Messengers  for  admission  to  this  Asso¬ 
ciation,  and  furnishing  satisfactory  evidence  that  it  has  received,  and  still  maintains  the  fellowship 
of  its  sister  churches,  shall  be  eligible  to  a  place  in  the  body.  But  no  church  shall  be  retained  in  the 
body  after  satisfactory  evidence  has  been  furnished  that  the  fellowship  of  its  sister  churches  has 
been  withdrawn. 

Art.  VI.  Each  church  embraced  in  this  Association,  annually  representing  itself  by  letter 
or  Messengers,  reporting  by  them  its  increase  or  diminution,  and  generally  whatever  relates  to  its 
peace  or  prosperity,  shall  be  entitled,  according  to  the  amount  of  money  sent,  to  its  proportion 
of  the  printed  minutes.  Any  church  belonging  to  this  Association  and  neglecting  to  report  itself 
for  two  successive  years,  shall  be  dropped  from  the  minutes. 

Art.  VII.  It  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  Association  to  offer  to  the  churches  composing  it,  by 
circulars,  resolutions,  or  committees,  such  suggestions  in  relation  to  the  claims  of  the  cause  of  God 
as  they  may  deem  suitable  and  proper.  These  suggestions,  however,  are  in  all  cases  to  be  re¬ 
garded  as  merely  advisory. 

Art,  VIII.  This  Association  shall  appoint  annually  a  Missionary  Committee  of  fifteen,  of 
which  the  Superintendent  of  State  Missions  shall  be  a  member  ex-officio,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
aid  weak  and  destitute  churches  in  securing  preaching;  to  form  plans  for  the  occupation  of  destitute 
fields  ;  to  recommend  the  appointment  of  Missionaries  by  the  Board  of  Baptist  General  Association 
of  Illinois,  to  labor  within  the  boundaries  of  this  Association;  to  superintend  their  work,  and  to  assist 
in  securing  collections  from  each  of  our  churches  for  their  support.  The  committee  shall  have  power 
to  fill  vacancies  occurring  during  the  year,  and  shall  present  annually  a  written  report.  The  Chair¬ 
man  of  this  Committee  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Board  of  the  General  Association  of  Illinois. 

Art.  IX.  This  constitution  may  be  altered  at  any  annual  meeting  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
in  attendance. 


1 .  At  every  sitting  business  shall  be  opened  and  closed  with  prayer,  by  the  Moderator,  or 
whomsoever  he  may  select, 

2.  Visiting  brethren  present,  invited  to  a  seat  with  us,  may  debate  on  all  subjects,  but  vote  on 
none. 

3.  No  member  of  the  Association  shall  absent  himself  without  leave  of  the  Moderator. 

4.  No  subject  shall  be  discussed  without  a  motion  first  being  made  and  seconded. 

5.  No  person  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject,  unless  so  ordered  at  the  time. 

6.  Arrangements  for  the  next  Association  shall  not  be  attended  to  on  the  first  day  of  the 
session. 

7.  On  the  opening  of  business  the  first  day,  a  Committee  of  Enrollment,  consisting  of  two 
members,  shall  be  appointed,  who  shall  take  the  names  of  the  delegates  on  their  arrival,  and  furnish 
this  list  from  time  to  time  to  the jClerk.  Names  of  absent  ministers  and  licentiates  shall  be  added 
to  the  list  of  delegates,  with  the  mark  of  absence. 

S.  The  reading  of  the  minutes  shall  always  be  the  first  business  in  order  after  the  opening  ser¬ 
vices  of  each  session. 

9.  Motion  today  upon  the  table,  to  indefinitely  postpone,  for  the  previous  question,  and  for  ad¬ 
journment,  shall  always  be  in  order, 

10.  These  rules  shall  be  distinctly  read  from  the  chair  immediately  after  the  organization  0  f 
the  Association.
